Welcome to the exiting news from the Dutch Community 
Radio (DCR). 

B What is the DCR? We noticed that there are many people 
who do not know that there is a weekly broadcast of 90 
minutes, in the Dutch language to enable the Dutch 
Community to remain with their cultural heritage. The 
programming and presentation are done by an enthousiastic 
group of volunteers who live in Perth and have a strong 
connectionwith the The Netherlands. 

The programs are varied, with a diverse genre of music to cater for all age groups. 

Over a year ago we moved our broadcasts to a different station, and the broadcasting time 
changed. We heard that people thought we ceased to exist. Rest assured, you can still Hsien to the 
weekly program in Dutch on a Sunday, but yes, the times and frequency have a 

changed. Frequently we hear the question ‘How can I listen to the DCR?’ 
Well, our programs go to air every Sunday from 17:30 to 19:00 hours on 
Radio Fremantle, 107.9FM. Due to the new time being around the Happy 
Hour, and because it took bravery to make the move, the new program is 
called Dutch Courage. 

Why did we move? It wasn’t an easy decision, but our radio programs are 
getting many younger listeners who prefer to listen online, instead of via the 
old and trusted radio. The previous station could not offer that feature, while Radio Fremantle can. 
Furthermore, Radio Fremantle provides a very easy way to listen “On Demand’. That means you 
can listen any time you like to previous broadcasts at a time that suits you. Just go online to Radio 
Fremantle, 107.9FM, https://radiofremantle.com.au/shows/dutch-courage and go to “Shows”, 
scroll down and click on any Sunday and you will hear the Dutch Courage program. There are 
many programs to choose from. Needless to say, you can still listen via the radio. 


How are the programs financed? Nothing comes for free and the DCR always had to pay a fee to 
the station, to cover costs of equipment and royalties to artists. Some 45 years ago those fees were 
around $30 but these days the broadcasting fees have gone up to just over $50 per hour. That 
results a weekly cost of $75 for the weekly program to go to air. The DCR receives some, very 
welcome, financial assistance from The Dutch Society Neerlandia but we do rely upon our 
listeners for further monetary help. You can do this by becoming a financial member or giving a 
small donation. On our website you can find a membership form for your consideration. Or you 
can mail a cheque to: 

DCR, 5 Elimatta Way, City Beach, WA 6015. Please help us to ‘Keep the Music On’. 


I already mentioned our enthousiastic group of volunteers, without them there could not be any 
Dutch language broadcast. Currently, we have a few spots available for new team members. So, if 
you have a passion for music and like to keep in touch with the Dutch? This might be your chance. 
Our volunteers have so much fun with the production and presenting of the broadcasts. It is very 
fulfilling. All that is required, is a commitment to come to the studio once a month. If you like to 
try it out, get in touch with the DCR by sending an email to info@dutchradio.com.au "en komt het 
een keer uit proberen”.

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The joys of owning an electric Car in the UK 


A story of the wonderful electric car and how it will save mother earth and the owner 
money ... I’m still laughing. 
Subject: We laughed because we don’t own one any longer. 


Why I’ve pulled the plug on my electric car!!! 

I watch my family strike out on foot across the fields into driving rain and gathering 
darkness, my wife holding each child’s hand, our new year plans in ruins. Meanwhile I do 
what I can to make our dead car on a country lane safe, before abandoning it a mile short of 
home, full of luggage. It occurs to me not for the first time that if we are going to save the 
planet we will have to find another way. Because electric cars are not the answer. 


I can’t even roll it to a safer spot because it can’t be put in neutral. For when an electric car 
dies, it dies hard. And then it lies there as a big and grey blob and not-going-anywhere, 
similar to the poacher-slain bull elephant I once saw rotting by a roadside in northern Kenya. 
Just a bit less smelly. 

Two out of three roadside chargers are broken or busy at any one time. Not unusual. 
Since I bought my eco dream car in late 2020, in a deluded Thunbergian frenzy, it has spent 
more time off the road than on it, beached at the dealership for months at a time on account 
of innumerable electrical calamities, while I galumph around in the big diesel “courtesy cars” 
they send me under the terms of the warranty. 

But this time I don’t want one. And I don’t want my own car back either. 

I have asked the guys who sold it to me to sell it again, as soon as it is fixed, to the first mug 
who walks into the shop. Because I am going back to petrol while there is still time. 

And if the government really does ban new wet fuel cars after 2030, then we will eventually 
have to go back to horses. Because the electric vehicle industry is no readier to get a family 
home from Cornwall at Christmas time, (as I was trying to do) than it is to fly us all to 
Jupiter. The cars are useless, the infrastructure is not there and you’re honestly better off 
walking. 

Even on the really long journeys. In fact, especially on the long journeys. The short ones they 
can just about manage. My honest opinion is that all this hype about these cars is a huge 
fraud. And, for me, it’s over. 

Yet the new owner of my “preloved” premium electric vehicle, fired with a messianic desire 
to make a better world for his children, will not know this. 

He will be delighted with his purchase and overjoyed to find there are still six months of 
warranty left, little suspecting that once that has expired — and with it the free repairs and 
replacement cars for those long spells off road — he will be functionally carless. 

He will be over the moon to learn that it has: “A range of up to 292 miles". No need to tell 
him that it really means ”220 miles”. 

Why electric carmakers are allowed to tell these lies is a mystery to me. And it soon will be, 
to the new owner. 

Although for the first few days he won't worry especially. He'll think he can just nip into a 
fuel station and charge it up again. Ho, ho, ho. No need to tell him that two out of three

roadside chargers in this country are broken or busy 
at any one time. Or that the built-in “find my nearest 
charge point” function doesn’t work, has never 
worked, and isn’t meant to work. 

Or that apps like Zap-Map don’t work either because 
the chargers they send you to are always either busy 
or broken or require a membership card you don’t 
have or an app you can’t download because there’s 
no SG here, in the middle of nowhere, where your =“ i I B 
car will probably die. Charging station exploded. 
Or that the Society of Motor Manufacturers said this week that only 23 new chargers are 
being installed nationwide each day, of the 100 per day that were promised (as a proud early 
adopter, I told myself that charging would become easier as the network grew, but it hasn’t 
grown, while the number of e-drivers has tripled, so it’s actually harder now than it was two 
years ago). 

There are, of course, plus sides to electric ownership. Such as the camaraderie when we 
encounter each other, tired and weeping at yet another service station with only two chargers, 
one of which still has the “this fault has been reported” sign on it from when you were here 
last August, and the other is of the measly 3kWh variety, which means you will have to spend 
the night in a Travelodge while your stupid drum lazily inhales enough juice to get home. 
Together, in the benighted charging zone, we lucky drivers laugh about what fools we are and 
drool over the diesel hatchbacks nonchalantly filling up across the way (“imagine getting to a 
fuel station and knowing for sure you will be able to refuel!”’) and talk in the hour-long queue 
at Exeter services about the petrol car we will buy as soon as we get home. 

We filled up there last week on the way back from Cornwall, adding two hours to our 
Fourteen-hour journey, by which time Esther wasn’t speaking to me. She’s been telling me to 
get rid of the iPace since it ruined last summer’s holidays in both Wales and Devon (“If you 
won’t let us fly any more, at least buy a car that can get us to the places we’re still allowed to 
gol”). 

But I kept begging her to give me one last chance, as if I’d refused to give up a mistress, 
rather than a dull family car. Until this time, a couple of miles from home, when a message 
flashed up on the dash: “Assisted braking not available — proceed with caution.” Then: 
“Steering control unavailable.” 

And then, as I inched off the dual carriageway at our turnoff, begging it to make the last mile, 
children weeping at the scary noises coming from both car and father: “Gearbox fault 
detected.” CLUNK. WHIRRR. CRACK. And the death. Nothing. Poached elephant. 

I called Jaguar Assist (there is a button in the roof that does it directly — most useful feature 
on the car) who told me they could have a mechanic there in four hours (who would laugh 
and say: “Can’t help you, pal. You’ve got a software issue there. I’m just a car mechanic. 
And this isn’t a car, it’s a laptop on wheels.’’) 

So Esther and the kids headed for home across the sleety wastes, 

a vision of post-apocalyptic misery like something out of Cormac F 
McCarthy, while I saw out 2022 waiting for a tow-truck. Again. 
But don’t let that put you off. 

I see in the paper that electric car sales are at record levels and 
production is struggling to keep up with demand. So why not buy 
mine? It’s clean as a whistle and boasts super-low mileage. After 
all, it’s hardly been driven...

The BoekHoek 


Beste lezers, tijdens zijn bezoek aan Nederland afgelopen 
December, bezocht Machiel van der Stelt een 
Waterliniemuseum*. Tot zijn vreugde zag hij daar een aantal 
educatieve stripboeken (comic book), die hij selecteerde voor een 
BoekHoek review. 

Het eerste stripboek dat Machiel oppakte en hier bespreekt is: 
‘Wendila, Oog om Oog’. 


Het verhaal speelt zich af in Nederland gedurende de Romeinse 
tijd. De Romeinse tijd is de periode tussen 40 AD en 300 AD. In 
het verhaal volgen we Wendila, die een slavin van Sextius 
Salvius is. Samen moeten ze een gevaarlijke reis ondernemen. 
Sextius Salvius is een oogarts en hij moet een VIP, die een oogkwaal heeft, bezoeken en 
opereren. 


De ietwat koppige en slimme Wendila bevrijdt zich gedurende de reis langzaam maar zeker 
van haar rol als slavin en ontwikkelt zich tot reisgenoot van Sextius Salvius. Zij blijkt 
heldhaftig en sterk te zijn en zo weet zij Sextius Salvius een aantal keren te beschermen 
tegen dreigend gevaar. 


Het stripboek is een meeslepend verhaal. 


Wat maakt dit stripboek educatief? Wat bij het lezen naar boven komt, is dat de Romeinse 
periode, in tegenstelling tot wat men wellicht verwacht wat betreft vergaarde kennis en de 
aard van de samenleving, een ontwikkelde en geavanceerde periode was. 

Een voorbeeld van deze ontwikkelde beschaving in dit verhaal is dat de diagnose van staar 
kon worden vastgesteld en dat toen al met oog operaties deze kwaal te verhelpen was. Ook 
waren medici in staat bevallingen via keizersnee uit te voeren.

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Heeze, the Small Town with a great Initiative 


Heeze was an independent town in the Dutch province 

of North Brabant until 1971, when the Municipality of 
Heeze-Leende was established. The Municipality is about 
9 km Southeast of the City of Eindhoven. 

The Heeze Castle is a privately owned Castle, but it is 
still a Tourist attraction, as is the Strabrechtse Heide. 


Flag & Coat of Arms, Heeze-Leende. History: 
The village was first mentioned in 1173 as Herebertus de 
Heese, in old Brabants it meant shrubbery. 
Heeze has always been an agricultural Community, which developed along the river Aa. 
Heeze was home to 1,814 people in 1840. In 1913, a railway station was constructed on 
the Eindhoven to Weert railway line. This line was closed in 1977, but a new railway station 
opened on a new location with new connection to other Towns and Cities. 


The Heeze Castle: 

The current Castle dates from the 15th century. In the Middle 
Ages, it was owned by the de Horne family. In the seventeenth 
Century Pieter Post designed a new castle, of which the first 
part was built in 1665. After Pieter Post died, the work was to 
be completed by his son Maurits Post. However, due to the 
rising costs of importing all building materials from other 
regions of the country, building was halted early and never 
finished. =A ae 
For this reason, the part of the castle that is used by the current The Heeze Castle. 
owners was actually meant to be the servants' quarters. The 

biggest part of the castle was to be built behind the first courtyard. 

In 1760 the castle was bought by Jan Maximiliaan van Tuyll van Serooskerken. The Van Tuyll van 
Serooskerken family has lived in the castle ever since. 

This popular Castle is open to the public, but only by guided tours at limited times. 


The Strabrechtse Heide (Moor): 


This 1500 HA Nature Reserve is very popular for hiking, cycling and many other activities as the 
pictures below show.
